Information for Federal Agency Participants in 
Tribal Listening Sessions on National Monnment Review 

The Tribal listening session is between the Tribal Government and Federal Offieials. The main purpose of the 

session is to hear Tribal representatives’ input. 

Registration and Tribal Participants 

• There is a registration table outside the room for officials to sign in. DOI-IA will serve as registration 
staff to welcome participants, ask them to sign in, and provide copies of the E.O., Federal Register 
notice, and one-page information sheet 

• DOI staff at the registration table will also do their best to limit participants to only Tribal and Federal 
Officials. 

• The listening session sessions are closed to press unless the Tribal participants agree to open the session 
to press. Signs are posted informing members of the public and the media/press that they may not sit in 
on the Tribal listening session. DOI staff at the registration table will alert the lA representative of any 
press seeking to sign in so that the lA representative may ask Tribal representatives at the start of the 
meeting whether they prefer the session to be open or closed. 

• During the Tribal listening session, any members of the public may protest peacefully outside of the 
facility as long as it does not disrupt the listening session. 

• Anyone who enters the session and disrupts the meeting will be asked to leave (by security if 
necessary). 

Panelist Table 

• The panelist table is limited to Federal agency leaders or their designees. Any additional Federal 
agency members are asked to sit among the audience. 

Notes for All Federal Participants 

• Please direct your attention to Tribal representatives who are providing comments. 

• Please place your cell phones on mute. 

• If someone hands you written comments, please provide them to the DOI-IA staff at the registration 
table. 

• If you would like to take pictures throughout the meeting, please ask if anybody objects prior to the start 
of the meeting.

Key Messages 
The BLM is a good listener 

We support this effort to gather input from Tribes on certain National Monument designations 
National Monuments are among America’s greatest treasures 

Talking Points 

The Bureau of Land Management’s (BLM) National Conservation Lands program oversees 27 
national monuments in nine Western states. These monuments offer exceptional opportunities 
for recreation, solitude, wildlife viewing, history exploration, scientific research, and a wide 
range of traditional uses, including hunting and fishing. National Monuments truly showcase 
America the Beautiful. 

We manage National Monuments in accordance with our planning regulations and policies, 
including our Resource Management Plans, our 1780 Tribal Relations Manual & Handbook, and 
the National Environmental Policy Act. 

We are here in support of the administration’s efforts to gather input from Tribes on certain 
National Monument designations under the Antiquities Act of 1906 (Antiquities Act). The 
Antiquities Act grants the President authority to designate National Monuments to protect 
“objects of historic or scientific interest.” 

While a public comment period is not required for monument designations under the Antiquities 
Act, President Trump and Secretary Zinke both strongly believe in local input. This is reflected 
in President Trump’s Executive Order {Executive Order 13792, April 26, 2017) that directs the 
Secretary of the Interior to review certain National Monuments designated or expanded under the 
Antiquities Act of 1906. 

The Executive Order applies to some national monuments that the BLM manages. Although this 
is not formal tribal consultation, we do want to hear from Tribes. We are here to listen and we 
look forward to hearing from you. 

Background 

On April 26, 2017, President Trump issued Executive Order 13792, directing the Secretary of the 
Interior to review National Monument designations established or expanded since January 1, 

1996, that meet certain criteria to determine whether each designation or expansion conforms to 
the Executive Order's policy. Monuments that meet the criteria include those designations that 
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cover more than 100,000 acres, where the designation after expansion covers more than 100,000 
acres, or where the Secretary of the Interior determines that the designation or expansion was 
made without adequate public outreach and coordination with relevant stakeholders. 

The Executive Order further states that designations should reflect the Act's “requirements and 
original objectives” and “appropriately balance the protection of landmarks, structures, and 
objects against the appropriate use of Federal lands and the effects on surrounding lands and 
communities.” 

On May 5, 2017, Secretary of the Interior Ryan Zinke released a list of National Monuments 
being initially reviewed. A number of those monuments are managed by the BLM. 

The Department of the Interior on May 16, 2017, invited tribal governments to various listening 
sessions to provide their input ahead of the Secretary’s June 15, 2017, deadline for an interim 
report to the President. The BLM plans to send representatives to each of the four scheduled 
listening sessions in support of the administration’s efforts.
